Many in Reserves, National Guard 
Subject to Draft Under New Rule 


Amendment Removes 
for Those 18% 
listed Since 


Induction Exemption 
to 26 Who En- 
Last July 1. 


Hundreds of young men serv- 
ing in National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserve units now are 
subject to induction into full 
military service under amended 
draft regulations announced to- 
day by Brig. Gen. John A. Har- 
ris, State Selective Service di- 
rector. 

An amendment to Local Board 
Memorandum No. 20, effective 
Oct. 1, removes induction exemp- 
tion from draft-age members of 
the National Guard or Reserve, 


who enlisted since last July 1. 
An exemption not to exceed one 
year is granted draft-age men 
enlisting in the period between 
last Feb. 1 and July 1, Gen. Har- 
ris said, The induction age is 
18% to 26 years. | 

Units ected by Change. 

Affected by the amendment 
are members of the federally 
recognized National Guard, and 
reservists of the Army, Navy, 
Coast Guard, Air Force, Marine 
Corps and Public Health Service. 

Men enlisting in any of the 
above components between last 
Feb. 1 and July 1, who are called 
for induction, may be granted a 
postponement for the remaining 
period of their enlistment, until 
reaching 25 years and 9 months 
of age, or for one year, which- 
ever is shorter. Men enlisting 


since July 1 have no exemption, 
and those whose enlistments in 
the National Guard or Reserve 
expire before they become 25 
years and 9 months of age are 
subject to the terms of the 
amendment. 

Missouri Guard Enlistments. 

Gen. Harris said 1646 men en- 
listed in the Missouri National 
Guard in the Feb. 1-July 1 period, 
virtually all of whom come un- 
der the amended regulation. Of 


this number 250 are in the 138th |

The 138th, with a 62 per cent 


draft-eligibility enrollment, en- 
listed 150 men since July 1. This 
means that 400 men of an ap- 
proximate strength of 1100 are 
subject to early induction, if their 
draft numbers are called. 

The number of reservists coOm- 
ing under the amended regula- 
tion has not been estimated, but 
the number is large, officers in- 
dicated. Recruiting programs for 
the National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserve are expected to suf- 
fer through the curtailment of 
draft exemptions. 

The Coast Guard announced on 
Oct. 1 it was calling its draft- 
eligible reserves to active duty 
in monthly quotas, starting Nov. 
1. Service will be for 24 months, 
or the period authorized by law.

CAIRO, Oct. 10 (AP)—A a

The outbreak sprang from 
Prime Minister Mustapha el Na- 
ha’s denunciation of the Anglo- 
Egyptian treaty and his bid to 
chase all British troops off Egyp- 
tian soil. 

The rest of the Arab world, 
meanwhile, joined Egypt in full 
support of his plans to drive Brit- 
ain out of its Suez Canal encamp- 
ments and: the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan. 

Foreign Secretary Herbert Mor- 
rison announced in London yes- 
terday Britain’s intention to main- 
tain its “full rights” under the 
treaties of 1936 and 1899 pending 
a satisfactory agreement with 
Egypt on the basis of new pro- 
posals which will be presented 
shortly. 

U. S. Is Involved.

Top Communist Who 
Jumped Bail Turned 
Over to FBI—Taken to 


Texarkana, Tex. 


LAREDO, Tex., Oct. 10 (UP)— 
Communist leader Gus Hall, who 
jumped bail and fled to Mexico to 
escape a prison term, was re- 
turned to the United States today 
from Mexico City under heavy 
guard. 

Four plainclothes agents of the 
United States and Mexican gov- 
ernments brought Hall to Laredo, 
where he was turned over to Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
agents. He was captured Monday 
night in the Mexican capital. 

Hall was one of four top Com- 
munist leaders who jumped bond 
to escape going to prison. The 
other three still are fugitives. 

A curtain of secrecy was low- 
ered by the FBI at Laredo. 

The Justice Department an- 
nounced in Washington that Hall, 
41 years old, Communist party 
secretary, would be taken im- 
mediately to a “federal correc- 
tional institution,” which was 
taken to mean a federal prison 
where he would begin serving his 
five-year sentence. 

Flown to Texarkana, Tex. 

Hall was flown to Texarkana, 
Tex., immediately in a private 
plane that left here at 3:47 a.m. 
There is a federal correctional in- 
stitution at Texarkana, but there 
was no announcement on what 
was being done with Hall.

Albanese opposed this form 
of tax and suggested retaining the 
former method of levying one-half 
of 1 per cent but providing no ex- 
emptions. Both are members ot 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, the body handling mu- 
nicipal fiscal policies. 

Terms of Agreement. 

The agreement reached yester- 
day was to support a bill giving 
the city authority to levy a tax 
not over 1 per cent. Details of 
whether there would be exemp- 
tions and the rate of tax would be 
left to the Board of Aldermen in- 
stead of being set out in the State 
enabling act.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Acheson said

Jessup Not There, He Says. 

Jessup has said he did not 
even attend the conference. 

Meeting with reporters today, 
Acheson said Jessup did not at- 
tend but that it was true that he 
(Acheson) had supported the pro- 
posal to suspend aid. 

Actually, aid was not suspend- 
ed. President Truman made the 
decision against stopping it. 

In addition to the denials from 
Acheson and Jessup that Jessup 
was there, United Nations rec- 
ords have been brought up to 
place Jessup in New York on 
Feb. 5, 1949. 

Warren R. Austin, chief United 
States delegate to the U.N., tele- 
graphed the State Department 
to that effect last night.

been booked by Link in one five- 
month period. 

Mrs. Clayton testified the ac- 
count was established under the 
signed direction of E. J. McQuil- 
len, superintendent of the firm’s 
eastern division. 

She said Link. requested he be 
paid in $10 bills. To keep him 
happy, Mrs. Clayton testified, she 
drew a check to cash on a Pas- 
saic bank, placed the roll of $10 
bills in a Western Union envelope 
and locked it in a tin box in the 
office safe until Link or “‘one of 
his men” called for it. 

There were times, Mrs. Clayton 
testified, when Link was not able 
to get to the office for his money. 
Western Union came through in 
such emergencies, she said, by 
dispatching a messenger to his 
Teaneck home with the cash.

| WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP)— 

The grapevine has it that a wom- 
an’s draft may be considered if 
the next big recruitment . push 
doesn't entice enough girls into 
uniform. 

Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg has 
made it clear that the Department 
of Defense must have a large 
number of women to take over 
desk jobs now being filled by men 
in the armed services. The De- 
partment has set a deadline of 


112,000 women in all branches of 
the armed services—a large in- 
crease over the present total of 
30,000. 

If the recruitment drive, start- 
ing Nov. 11, is not successful, a 
request for Congressional action 
on a women’s draft may be the 
next step. 

Such a move, however, would 
be packed with political dynamite, 
especially in an election year. 

At least two of Mrs.- Rosen- 
berg’s committee of 48 women ap- 
pointed to assist in the recruit- 
ment drive believe the American 
public would raise a loud protest 
against any suggestion of a com- 
pulsory draft of womanpower. 

Views of Vassar College Head. 

Says Sarah Blanding, president 
of Vassar College and a member 
of the committee: 

“The majority of the public 
probably would be violently op- 
posed to drafting women. 

“I feel strongly that ea draft is 
not the answer, but that what we 
need is,a national registration of 
women. There are many fields in 
which women can contribute to 
defense, for instance, . getting 
competent teachers in our schools 
is fully as important as enrolling 


July, 1952, for the enrollment of/| 


women in the armed services. 

“Such a registration would re- 
cord. the talents and training of 
the women of the country. And 
every woman would be asked to 
make a contribution in the field 
in which she is best qualified. 

“I am convinced that there is 
a great interest on. the part of 
women to shoulder their respon- 
sibilities in this period of nation- 
al preparation, but many do not 
know how they could be useful, 
or what they should do to make 
their. willingness known.” 

Doesn’t Think Draft Is Feasible. 

Mildred McAfee Horton, head 
of the Waves during World War 
II and former president of Wel- 


lesley College, also a member of 


the committee, says: 

“T do not think a women’s draft 
would be feasible, because of the 
general opposition of the public. 

“The question of a national 
compulsory registration of pony 
was discussed, however, at a 
cent meeting of the Poveda 
Council ‘of Education in New 
York. A 

“The question was considered 
by a small committee, which re- 
ported favorably on it, with the 
specification that it must be made 
clear that such a registration 
would have no connection with 
the armed sarvices. 

“It was felt that if there were 
even a suggestion of a possible 
draft of women, the whole pro- 
gram would. be repudiated by the 


people. There is no doubt that / 


the great preponderance of opin- 
ion is definitely against a wom- 
en’s draft. 


Registration Would Be Costly. 

“A national registration of 
women would be costly, and its 
chief value would be to call the 
attention of the nation’s women 


to point the way for volunteers in 
various fields. . 

“There would be*ho compulsion‘ 
as to job assignments, but such a 
registration would provide infor- 
mation.as to the talents and train- 
ing. of women, and also would 
establish a centralization. of such 
information. | 

“Its object would be principally 
to attract attention—not to force 
people into any activity against 
their wills. 

“Many women today would like 
to volunteer for some sort of 
community service, but don’t 
know where to begin.

: To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


When Sgt. John R. Rice, American 
Indian killed in Korea, was denied 
burigl near his home because the ceme- 
- tery’ was for “caucasians only,” all 
America was shocked. 


Your paper helped to expose this 
shabby, un-American action. Burtal at 
Arlington at least partially righted that 
wrong, but are dead Indians the only 
ones whose civil rights are to be pro- 
' tected? 

There are nearly 500,000 living Indi- 
ans whom government Officials are try- 
ing to rob of their rights. I want to tell 
people about it; I think it will affect 
others as it does me. 


The Indian people have suffered sore- 
ly at our hands. Incredibly, just as 
they are learning to protect themselves 
by having good lawyers, our Govern- 
- ment is stopping them from hiring the 
lawyers they want. The result is mount- 
ing injustice, loss of rights through ina- 
bility to defend them, a naked denial of 
due process guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution. 

Take the case of a small Nevada Pai- 
ute tribe. For generations, white tres- 

assers have hung on to 2000 acres of 
heir irrigated land, priceless in that 
desert, despite federal court eviction 
orders. Through political pull they stay 
on, and year after year have had in- 
troduced in Congress bills which, if en- 
acted, would give them title to the 
land. 

Obviously these Indians need their 
attorney. Yet when renewal of his con- 
tract came up months ago, the Interior 
Department stalled and stalled, and in 
July rejected it on trivial grounds, leav- 
Ing the tribe defenseless. 

Now the Interior Department pro- 
poses to take complete control over em- 
ployment of attorneys by any tribe! It 
seeks authority in a statute of 1872, 
written about Indians who were at war 
with the United States and who were 
fot citizens. By the most amazing con- 
struction, this 80-year-old relic is tor- 

ed into application to the citizen In- 
fians of today!

Unwilling to Review 


Chief Justice Vinson and his associates on the 
United States Supreme Court missed an oppor- 
tunity to raise their standing in history when, 
by majority vote, they refused to rehear the 
Dennis case. They had nothing to lose and much 
to gain by allowing rearguments on the convic- 
tion of the 11 Communists under the Smith Act. 
Yet they chose the way of closed minds. 

As the Post-Dispatch has said repeatedly, the 
true issue in the Dennis case is an unwise, dan- 


_ gerous limitation of our own liberty. This is the 


issue, not because the decision sends some much- 
despised Communists to prison, but because it 
sets a fearful precedent for prohibiting free 
speech. 

For the Communists were convicted not for 

overt acts of spying or sabotagé or seditious con- 
spiracy, but because they taught and advocated 
‘vicious doctrines. The Vinson opinion pitched 
Justice Holmes’ test of a “clear and present” 
danger out the window and set up in its place 
a rule of “probable” danger at some unfixe 
time in the future. ) 

Because of this and because the Supreme 
Court’s approach to the case was narrowly lim- 
ited—so limited that Justice Black protested 
that it ignored important considerations—a re- 
view was asked. It was asked through no less a 
member of the bar of the Supreme Court than 
John Raeburn Green of St. Louis. 

a ~ + 

Hating Communist doctrines, Mr. Green 
agreed, without fee, to prepare the petition for 
a rehearing only because of his unshakable at- 
tachment to the basic American freedoms. Doing 
what others were afraid to do, he took the onus 
and stood by his conscience and the Bill of 
Rights. The brief he submitted was a masterly 
piece of work and it doubtless gave some of the 
Justices uneasy moments before they voted 
against rehearing the case. 

As the Supreme Judges themselves know, re- 
argument of an important case is not unreason- 
able. It is not a mark of weakness. On the con- 
trary, it demonstrates the judicial process at its 
most careful, thoughtful, earnest best. 

The Supreme Court’s own history shows this. 
The majority in the Dennis case relied heavily 
on Gitlow vs. New York, decided more than 25 
years ago. The Gitlow case was the first in which 
the Supreme Court explicitly brought freedom 
of speech within the protections of the Four- 
teenth Amendment. 

Yet the Gitlow case was argued, April 12, 
1923, restored to the docket for reargument, 
May 7, 1923, re-argued Nov. 23, 1923, and not 
decided until June 8, 1925—all this under con- 
servative Republican Chief Justice Taft. 

The fact that the decision in the Gitlow case 
was 7-to-2 in the end only underscored the worth 
of the Supreme Court’s deliberate approach to 
the important constitutional problem at stake. 

7 “ ” 

Had the present Supreme Court raised its 
sights it might have seen its duty in the same 
large terms. Reargument would not have freed 
the convicted men. It might not have changed 
the 6-to-2 decision of last June 4 in the slightest. 
The bail jumpers among the Communists would 
still be bail jumpers and outlaws to be hunted 
down and brought in for their new crimes. 

A review would have done ho more than show 
that the Supreme Justices were not afraid to go 
over their findings when the provocation is 
great. It only would have applied the words of 
Justice Reed in Smith vs. Allwright (1944): 
“This court throughout its history has freely ex- 
ercised its power to re-examine the basis of its 
constitutional decisions.” 

But the Vinson court chose not to re-examine 
and the loss of the late Justices Rutledge and 
Murphy two years ago stands out all the starker 
now. With those rugged members gone, the cli- 
mate of fear, so it seems, has settled around the 
Supreme Court, too. 

Our highest tribunal today consists of nine 
men all of whom Were appointed by Democrats 
Roosevelt or Truman, Yet the conclusion is ines- 
capable that this bench, excepting notably Jus- 
tices Black and Douglas, is less vigilant in the 
protection of human rights than when it was 
largely Republifan in personnel and presided 
over by William Howard Taft and then by 
Charles Evans Hughes. 

What a strange and frustrating circumstance 
that is!

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Kgypt Fans the Flame 
Victorian statesmen might well be amazed 
were they to return to Whitehall. They regarded 
the British Empire as the successor to the Ro- 
man. They saw it respected in every part of the 
world. 


Yet with the Anglo-Iranian oil dispute any- 
thing but settled, their successors now face a 
showdown on the right to keep British troops in 
Egypt and the Sudan. Because this directly in- 
volves the defense of the Suez Canal, the life- 
line of the Empire, it is potentially an even more 
serious situation than the Persian. It causes im- 
mediate alarm all the way from New Zealand 
to London. 


It is particularly, embarrassing to the Labor 
Government on the eve of an election. In his 
role of politician, Mr. Churchill lost no time tak- 
ing advantage of it. Accusing the Government of 
acting like a “booby and a coward” in Perdgia, 
he said that it had suffered a worse blow in 
Egypt. 

Strictly speaking, the blow has not yet fallen 
-—even though it has been in the making for a 
long time. The Egyptians have been arguing over 
the revision of their treaty with the British since 
1946. More recently, they have been stopping 
and searching British vessels bound for Israel. 
Finally the Egyptian Government initiated legis- 
lation denouncing the treaty. But London has 
warned that it will not respect unilateral denun- 
ciation. 


The Egyptian regime, cocky and corrupt, ap- 
parently believes that London can do little more 
than issue warnings. Like other Arabs, the Egyp- 
tians are drinking a heady wine these days, They 
see a Europe grievously weakened by two world 
wars and hard pressed by the threat of another. 
They see this as their chance to push out the 
last Europeans, to end every trace of imperial- 
ism and colonialism. But they seem singularly 
blind to the totalitarianism which might replace 
these other isms, and which would bind them to 
an even heavier yoke. 


For its own defense, the rest of the free world 
cannot afford to see the strategically important 
Arab world fall under Communist domination, 
or even run the risk of such domination. That is 
why Britain must, as a matter of duty, work out 
a fair settlement both in Persia and in Egypt. 

As a matter of fact, the treaty which the 
Egyptians are denouncing was a long step toward 
a reasonable agreement. And together with the 
United States, Australia, India and other free 
nations, Britain was about to propose new and 
far-reaching changes in this vital part of the 
world. 

The Egyptians should have waited for these 
proposals. They have every right to cite griev- 
ances. But they need to remember that they are 
not a major power, and they should not act as 
if they were. Peace and order can be preserved 
only through co-operation. 

If the British Empire is not quite what it was 
at the turn of the century, it has not exactly 
been blown away by the wind either. It still is 
one of the strongest members of the family of 
democratic nations. The Egyptians would do far 
better to press their case through that family 
rather than in spite of it.

June 12. At that time, the board refused to es- 
tablish a special committee to investigate charges 
by one of its members, H. M. Stolar, that there 
may have been irregularities and rule violations 
in the spending of $676,451 of the people’s money 
on “emergency” and other purchases. 

Another board member, Oscar A. Ehrhardt, 
actively opposed Stolar’s proposal for an inquiry 
on the ground there was no indication of any law 
violation. He added, too, that the amount was 
really only $489,881 and said this was not a mat- 
ter for special investigation. Rather, he urged 
the board’s standing committees be given the 
job of looking into the matter. 


Two standing committees then were given that 
task. They were the Khilding committee, headed 
by Mr. Ehrhardt, and the auditing and supplies 
committee, temporarily headed by Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede, who also opposed Mr. Stolar’s proposal. 
Mr. Stolar himself was the other member of Mrs. 
Friede’s committee. 

Now the two groups have decided that rules 
covering purchasing should be modernized and 
have agr@ed that a study of purchasing proced- 
ures should be made. They made it clear, how- 
ever, that the “study” to be made would concern 
itself only with future practice. That was tanta- 
mount to saying that Mr. Stolar’s charges were 
so much water under the. bridge. Mr. Stolar 
walked out of the meeting. 


Taxpayers will welcome any move that will 


modernize the board’s buying system. But by 
the same token they: also are interested in hav- 
ing some one—preferably a disinterested party 
-—take a good long look at Mr. Stolar’s charges. 
If there is nothing to hide, there’s no point in 
blocking such an inquiry.

with the world situ- 
ation. 

We hear the appro- 
priations to create a 
military force to de- 
ter Red aggression 
castigated as a “give- 
away program,’’ 
though the nation’s 
survival may depend 
on swift and firm ac- 
tion building the 
strength of the free 
world. 

We hear proposals

MODERN ENGLISH DRAMA: A SURVEY OF THE 
THEATRE FROM 1900, by Ernest Reynolds, with «@ 
foreword by Allardyce Nicoll. (University ef Otla- 
home Press, 275 pqs., $3.) 
Mr. Reynolds, who is a lecturer in Eng- 


. lish literature at Birmingham University, 


has written a concise and provocative sur- 
vey of English drama from the turn of the 
century down to the present time. One 
feature which gives the book value is the 
recognition by the author of the fact that 
plays are written, or should be written, to 
be acted in theaters before audiences, not 
to be read in the solitude of the study or, 
as it used to be called, “the closet.” 

Consequently he devotes the first 46 
pages of his 224 to the theaters in which 
the plays he discusses were presented and 
to the physical settings of the productions 
—scenery, lighting and the various and 
sundry mechanisms of which glamorous 
stage effects are born—and also to the 
wider but no less potent cultural back- 

ound. He stresses the revolutionary 

deas of Gordon Craig, whose influence, 
“extending to many European producers, 
was reflected back into his own country 
when European methods began to influ- 
ence the English experimental stage.” 

. - o 

Attention is also called to the impact of 
the Russian ballet in 1913. “This, perhaps 
more than any other single event in the 
history of English scene design, stimulated 
a revolution.” This led, of course, to the 
triumphant rise of the Sadler’s Wells Bal- 

‘let, which has become such a force in 
British cultural life today, wholly eclipsing 
the far less successful attempts to build 
up a native opera. 

However, these discussions of the back- 
grounds of modern English drama, illumi- 
nating as they are, form, after all, merely 
an introduction to the main body of the 
book, which deals with the playwrights 
themselves and their contributions. Mr. 
Reynolds’ comments on individual plays 
are brief, but concise and trenchant, and 
arouse in the reader a deSire to read or 
reread them himself. The sad part is that

NO CIVIL RIGHTS FIGHT 
NOW, SAYS M FARLAND 


Assertion Follows Benton 
Statement That He Wants 
Showdown. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP)— 
Senator McFarland of Arizona, 
Senate Democratic leader, said 
“flatly no” today to proposals that 


the Senate stay in session this fall 
for a showdown over civil rights 
legislation. 

“We will not take it up at this 
session — flatly no,” McFarland 
told a reporter. He added that 
he would decide “when the time 
comes” whether to schedule it 
after the Senate reconvenes in 
January. 3 

McFarland made his statement 
after Senator Benton (Dem.), 
Connecticut, had disclosed he 
planned “to do everything I can 
to precipitate a showdown” on the 
issue “as soon as I can.” 

Benton is serving as acting 
chairman of the Rules Committee 
at hearingg on a move to curb 
filibusters, southern Senators’ 
traditional weapon against civil

rights legislation. 
At issue in the, hearings are a 
batch of rival proposals to make 
it easier to impose a time limit 
on debate. No such limitation is 
permissible on proposals to amend 
any Senate rule—a circumstance 
which makes certain a filibuster 
against any serious move to 
check the ancient practice of 
talking a bill to death by never 
letting it come to a vote. 
Benton leads a group seeking 
to permit the Senate to invoke a 
debate limit, known as cloture, by 
a majority vote of the Senators 
present and voting.

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TURKEY, GREECE 
PROMISE 10 FIGHT 
ANY AGGRESSION 


Thank Truman for Amer- 
ican Support of Their 
Membership in United 
Nations. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP)— 
Turkey and Greece yesterday 
promised President Truman they 
would fight with western coun- 
tries to preserve their independ- 
ence against any aggressive threat. 

Turkish President Celal Bayar 
and Greek Prime Minister Sopho- 
cles Venizelos gave this assurance 
in messages thanking the United 
States for supporting Greek and 
Turkish membership in the 12-na- 
tion North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization. 

“I would like to assure OE in 
that my country will act in the 
future as she has done in the 
past, with the same unshaken will 
and determination ...in the face 
of all pressures and threats,” 
Bayar’s message said. 

“Greece, faithful to its tra- 
ditions, would, if confronted by an 
aggression, fight once more for 
its independence, if necessary 
alone,” said Venizelos. 

He added, however, that it is a 
“great relief” to know Greece 
would have the powerful support 
of such a “defensive organization” 
as NATO. 


JAPAN’S DIET MEETS 
TO ACT ON PEACE, 
SECURITY PACTS 


TOKYO, Oct. 10 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida today 
told Japanese newspaper men he 
hoped the newly-convened Diet 
would approve unanimously the 
Japanese peace treaty and the 
United States-Japan security pact. 

But strong opposition in the 
Diet, which opened a momentous 
40-day extraordinary session 
pointed to lively debate on both. 

Yoshida, who signed both the 
treaty and the security pact in 
San Francisco in September, met 
the Japanese press an hour be- 
fore the Diet convened. He said 
if Japan should fail to ratify the 
treaty quickly, world opinion 
would hold the Japanese dissatis- 
fied with one of the softest peace 
treaties in history. 

He had no comment. when 
asked about the Socialist party 
attitude toward the security pact. 
Many Socialists oppose it. 

Opposition also is expected 
from all minority parties. The 
Liberals, however, are expected to 
obtain passage of the two treaties 
without great difficulty. 

Yoshida has an absolute major- 
ity in the House of Representa- 
tives, with 284 Liberal seats to 
157 for the other parties.

Hensey, chief of the Korean 
economic aid division of the Far 
Eastern command, said about 
433,000 of the refugees are from 
North Korea. Most of them have 
been placed on two islands off 
the south tip of Korea. The retu- 
gees include about 100,000 or- 
phans, he said. 

The United States, Hensey said, 
provided most of the $343,000,000 
earmarked for direct and long 
term civilian assistance to Korea

The Long Road to Freedom From Russia 


Five-Year Sentence Stretches to || Before Author Finally Is Released From So

This is the last installment con- 
densed from the book, “Eleven 
Years in Soviet Prison Camps,” 
copyright 1951 by Henry Regnery 
Co., Chicago, Ill. 


RISONERS the world over 
P count the years, months and 

weeks, and finally the days, to 
their liberation. I had taken a 
matchbox and put in one match 
for every month of my term. Five 
years are 60 months—60 matches. 
Every month I would take out 
another match. One day in the 
summer of 1942 I threw away the 
last match. 

And then nothing happened. 

As ever, the rail screeched for 
us to march out in the morning; 
as ever, the guards cursed; as 
ever, the overseers bawled in a 
hundred different inflections: 
“Davai, davai! Bystrey, bystrey!” 
(Get going, get going! Faster, 
faster!) As ever we sweated under 
the burden of logs and sacks and 
bricks, disputed for the butt of 
a cigarette that had already been 
smoked by four others, froze 
wretchedly in front of the camp 
gates until we were at last al- 
lowed to pass through, were 
counted and counted and counted, 
stared into the scraped soup-bowl 
to see whether by some miracle 
it would fill up again, until a 


punch in the ribs from someone - 


impatiently waiting to eat would 
knock us off the bench and we 
would crawl back to the planks 
and the bedbugs—as ever. 

A year and a half after I had 
discarded the sixtieth match the 
captain of the guard handed me 
a slip of paper at evening roll 
call and asked for my signature. 
It read: 

“The prisoner, Elinor Lipper, 
sentenced to five years in correc- 
tive labor camp. has completed 
her term of punishment. However, 
she is to be retained in camp 
until the end of the war. She has 
been informed of this decision.” 


And days, weeks, months, years 
passed, hope passed, life passed. 
Faster, faster. Get going, get go- 
ing. Weariness, hunger, cold. To 
lie for once in a clean bed, to 
be alone for a day, to live for a 
single day without hearing the 
clang of the rail. ... What does 
an apple smell like? Do railroads 
still run somewhere in the world? 
In this wilderness there was not 
even a sparrow. 

Years passed. May 1945 came 
—the day of victory, with meet- 
ings and speeches. Prisoners em- 
braced one another, their eyes 
filled with tears of happiness, of 
hope. 

And nothing happened. 

Days and weeks and months 
passed. The year of victory, 
1945, passed. The year 1946 
passed. That was the tenth year 
of my imprisonment. Old prison- 
ers died, old prisoners were re- 
leased, and again and again the 
ships spewed forth from their 
halds new prisoners. One w6man 
prisoner more or less—who 
cared? 

To all my letters, petitions, in- 
quiries: ‘‘When will you release 
me?” I received the stereotype 
reply: “We are waiting for an 
order from Moscow.” 

Slave and_ starve, 
freeze, work faster, 
going, get going! 

“Hello there, Elinor, I have a 
book that would interest you.” 

“Interest me? The devil with 
your book. I want freedom.” 

“Elinor, they say the over- 
timers are going to be released 
soon.” 

“The devil with your fairy 
stories. I don’t believe anything 
they say any more.”

ences in Kolyma I have had to 

forsake chronological order to 
give a picture of the total scene. 
I am now going to summarize my 
terms in Kolyma camps in their 
proper order. 

I spent the first two years in 
Kolyma in Magadan women’s 
camp (Shen-Olp) and worked in 
the prisoner’s hospital, which was 
near the camp, but in town. 

After the outbreak of the war 
I was shipped on a tugboat to 
Balagannoye, and from there by 
truck through the forest to Camp 
Talon, which is on the Tauy river, 
23 miles from Balagannoye. There 
I worked as a snow-shoveler, 
wood chopper, porter, fieldwork- 
er and finally as a nurse in the 
infirmary. 

After about a year I was sent 
back, this time in a rattling hay 
wagon drawn by a Yakut pony 
whose facial expression remark- 
ably resembled that of us pris- 
oners. 

In Balagannoye we were again 
placed aboard a tugboat, of which 
I have the most unpleasant mem- 
ories. It was raining, the boat 
rocked madly, and I was never 
so seasick in my life. Just as I 
had reached the point where I 
thought I was going to throw up

my very stomach, we docked in 
Magadan. 

Then my health broke down 
and I entered the Central Pris- 
oners’ Hospital, which was now 
situated on the twenty-third kilo- 
meter out of Magadan. When I 
was on my feet again, I went 
back to the women’s camp at 
Magadan. For two months I 
worked in the icy vegetable store- 
house (for the free population), 
sorting potatoes. More than half 
of them had been allowed to rot 
or freeze, but there were no: po- 
tatoes for prisoners; the author- 
ities preferred to let them spoil. 
For months I went out with my 
brigade every day at dawn, 
marching through the sleeping 
city of Magadan to the stinking 
potato storehouse. But soon I 
was to remember that interlude 
with longing, for I was shipped 
to Elgen. 

Everything I had hitherto ex- 
perienced paled before the hor- 
rors of Elgen, where I spent two 
years, living in each of the three 
spur camps as well as in the 
main camp. 

At first I was in the foreigners’ 
camp, five miles from Elgen. I[ 
worked there in the woods, and at 
a primitive workbench where I 
made wooden shingles, what were 
called Finnish roofing shingles. 

After work I walked back and 
forth the five miles to Elgen hos- 
pital to fetch the most necessary 
medicines for the sick prisoners 
in my camp, who were in my 
charge. 

Then I was in swift succession 
shifted to the main Elgen camp, 
where I worked at ditch-digging, 
then to the agricultural base, the 
branch camp of Volchok, two 
miles from Elgen. Here I worked 
in the fields from sowing to har- 
vest. time, and also gathered wil- 
low branches in the woods around 
Elgen. Often we had to march

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six miles in our shapeless foot- 
gear before we reached our place 
of work. The following winter I 
escaped wood chopping and be- 
came a basket weaver. In the 
spring I was ‘in another spur 
camp, Polevoi Stan, three miles 
from Elgen in the opposite direc- 
tion. There I worked at sowing. 

And so it went, back and forth 
between main camp and spur 
camps, from one job to the next, 
and to this day I cannot say 
what was the worst: the incessant 
hunger, the unbelievable cold of 
winter, or the clouds of mosqui- 
toes in summer.

Y an extraordinary piece of 
B good luck I fell ill and was sent 

to the Cenfral Prisoners Hospi- 
tal of the northern mining dis- 
trict (112 miles from Elgen and 
three miles from Yagodnoye). 
After my recovery I worked there 
as a nurse for a year and a half. 
Naturally I was in constant con- 
tact with sick prisoners from the 
gold mines. But my work as a 
nurse, which I loved, was con- 
stantly interrupted by a stubborn 
fever and attacks of weakness. 
Finally, after a two-day journey 
in an open truck, I landed again 
in the hospital on the twenty- 
third kilometer. The eighth au- 
tumn of my stay in Kolyma I 
Was again in Magadan women’s 
camp, this time employed as a 
cleaning woman.

aboard a ship. 

The ship lay in the port. My 
sack with my few indispensable 
belongings on my back, I nerv- 
ously, hesitantly placed one foot 
after another upon the narrow 
rungs.

Once 
I looked down at the narrow strip 
of water between pier and ship, 
and I felt dizzy. I was no longer

THIS INSTANCE illustrates the 
pitfall of a testimonial. The 
neighbor woman may have an 
accumulation of fluid in her body 
due to heart disease. The use of 
certain medicines, such as digi- 
talis, to treat the weart disease 
will at the same time eliminate 
the fluid by improvement in the 
circulation. Since fluid weighs 
a pound for every pint, a consid- 
erable weight loss will occur in 
such conditions. 

Or, the neighbor woman may 
be taking dangerously large doses 
of a potent drug which will tem- 
porarily lessen body weight. Or, 
she simply may have weighed on 
different scales that give two dif- 
ferent readings in her favor at 
the same time she was taking 
some harmless and useless medi- 
cine. , 

Any medicine that will reduce 
non-fluid body weight - without 
diet is dangerous. Any medicine 
that is harmless is also useless in 
promoting weight loss without, 
diet. 

Doctors sometimes give their 
patients a medicine that reduces 
the appetite. Less appetite means 
less food eaten. The medicine it- 
self doesn’t cause weight loss.

NOTHING GOOD can be said 
for freak diets that food faddists 
periodically promote. They are 
lacking in food materials essential 
to health. This includes the diets 
containing only fruit juices as 
well as those just listing green 
leafy vegetables.

It had been an ordinary passen- 
ger car originally. They are called 
stolyupinskye in Russia and were 
invented in Tsarist times. The

Guards paced up and down the 
corridor. The compartments were 
windowless except for a tiny 
eight-inch square, barred. The 
compartments were entered by ‘a 
barred iron door which was kept 
locked throughout the journey. 
There were iron bars instead of 
glass panes in the windows to 
either side of this door. Should 
it be necessary, that is if a lock- 


up sentence has been imposed 


upon the “travelers,” a second 
solid iron door can be rolled 
across these bars and the door 
itself, so that the prisoners sit in 
darkness,

HE lowest berth in the com- 
T partment consists of row 

wooden benches. Above are 
two more wooden benches, con- 
nected by a sheet of iron. Above 
these again are a third tier of two 
more benches. Thus the compart- 
ment is divided into three layers. 
There is a kind of manhole at the 


door through which the second 
and third tiers are reached. 


Into such a compartment as 
many as 25 people were crammed. 
And the journeys lasted four, five 
and six days in succession, from 
one prison to another. Food dur- 
ing the journey consisted of 1744 
ounces of bread, a small piece of 
salted fish, and now and then a 
teaspoonful of sugar. Usually the 
sugar was confiscated in what- 
ever transit prison we happened 
to be staying. 

An officer from the Bukhta 
Nakhodka transit camp threw us 
a last look as we sat there like 
animals in a cage. Something in 
his look encouraged us. 

“Where are we going, Citizen 
Officer?” 

“To Kazakhstan,” he replied in 
a low voice. 

“How long will we be travel- 
ing?” 

He hesitated for a moment. 
“About 12 days,” he said, and 
looked away. 

How could a man have such 
honest eyes and lie so? We suf- 
fered the torments of prison cars 
and transit prisons for more than 
two months before we reached 
Kazakhstan. 

Then my dreams of early free- 
dom ended in a _ repatriation 
camp in Brest-Litovsk where I 
spent ancther half year while my 
papers were once more being 
checked over. It was a mixed 
camp, with Polish and German 
war prisoners and internees who 
were being subjected to a final 
check-up before being sent home. 
Discipline in the camp was loose, 
for this was not a labor camp. 


At last came the day when I 
rolled across the Russo-Polish 
frontier in a cattle car. Five days 
later we were unloaded in Frank- 
furt on the Oder. I passed 
through the gates of three differ- 
ent repatriation camps in the 
Russian zone of Germany. And 
then, one brilliant June day in 
1948, a flight in an American 
plane finally ended my 11 years 
of confinement in Soviet prisons 
and camps.

This hand was played 36 times, 
and the variety of results was 
nothing short of fantastic. Top 
score in one section was earned 
by that North-South pair which 
achieved the miracle of bidding 
and making five diamonds dou- 
bled—how they did so is beyond 
this writer’s knowledge or imag- 
ination! The unfortunate lead of 
the spade ace by West would save 
a trick for South, but that South 
could avoid the loss of two hearts 
and at least one spade staggers 
belief. 

Top score in the other section 
was earned by the North-South 
pair which apparently pushed the 
opponents up to five spades, dou- 
bled them, and collected a 200- 
point penalty. 

More notable than the forego- 
ing, however, is the fact that no 
fewer than eleven North-South 
pairs permitted their opponents 
to buy the contract at four spades, 
when any vaguely reasonable 
North-South bidding should have 
made it clear that a five-diamond 
sacrifice was in order. It must 
certainly be presumed that South 
had a chance to bid diamonds at 
an early stage, and once that ac- 
tion was taken, any North worth 
his salt should carry on to the 
five-level against an opposing 
spade game. If North-South had 
been vulnerable, and East-West 
not vulnerable, it would have 
been a different matter, but, par- 
ticularly at match-point play, fail- 
ure to make profitable sacrifices 
is scarcely the mark of a master 
player.

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T IS QUITE EASY to calceu- 
late what will be the judg- 
ment of different groups of 
people on any moral issue 
which attracts public attention 
such as betraying the Govern- 
ment, using a military or polit- 


- ical post for self aggrandize- 


ment, or stealing another man’s 
wife. One can predict the re- 
action on any moral. problem 
with amazing exactness. Little 
do people realize how much 
they reveal their own character 
by the judgment they make on 
these moral issues. 


The principle by which one 
predicts is the old Latin one 
which rendered literally, is 
“whatever is received is re- 
ceived according to the manner 
of the one receiving it.” If 
water is poured into a ditch, a 
bonfire, the reac- 
tion will be different. 

Even if a truth is poured 
into a mind that is sincere, a 
mind that is indifferent and a 
mind that is evil, the reception 
will be quite different. Why is 

it that children who receive 
exactly the same education vary 
so much? It is because they 
have a disposition or pattern 
made up of their choices, deci- 
sions and desires. which makes 
them act as differently as stom- 
achs receiving the same food. 
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ACTUALLY it is not so much 
the knowledge that people have 
which determines their reac- 
tion, but their behavior; not the 
way they think, but the way 
they live. That is what Our 
Lord meant when He said: 
“Everyone that doeth evil hateth 
the light, but he that doeth the 
truth cometh to the light.” 
Here is the reason for every as- 
sault against morality and truth. 
“The carnal mind is in enmity 
with God.” 

Is it wrong’ for students to 
cheat, to break a sworn code? 
Your answer depends on wheth- 
er you do evil or whether you 
do good. In the text, Christ 
charges the want of faith to 
immorality. Men prefer dark- 
ness; therefore they hate the 
light. ' 

No man hates the Gospel so 
long as he keeps it; but when 
it rebukes his evil deeds, then 
he hates it. He who murders 
does not believe in the Fifth 
Commandment. The wicked 
can endure the Word so long 
as it does not gall their con- 
science and dig into their 
hearts. The drunkard does not 
cavil at a condemnation of hy- 
pocrisy, nor a profligate at one 
against avarice. 

The evil are in constant fear 
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lest their actions be discovered 
to themselves, because that cre- 
ates anxiety, guilt and trouble. 
The truth robs. men of the 
good ‘opinion they had of them- 
selves, so they are offended by 
it: A stuttish housemaid, when 
scoldéd at the untidiness of the 
rooms said: “I am sure the 
rooms’ would be clean enough 
were it not ‘for the sun which 
is always showing the dirty 
places.” The good man on his 
way home at. night wants the 
street well lighted; the robber 


. or the foot-pad hates the light 


because it reveals his evil. 
Religion is loved or hated 
for the same reason. It all de- 
pends on what we are bent on, 
goodness or evil. There is a 
blindness which is a’ result of 


_ evil passion, which, if contin- 


ued, can make us odious of all 
truth. Agnosticism is not an 
intellectual position, but a 
moral position, or better still, 
an intellectual defense for a 
life which is afraid of the light. 
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HE, HOWEVER, who lives 
the truth has new horizons of 
truth constantly opening before 
him. There are many who like 
to boast they are looking for 
the truth, but they’d drop dead 
if they ever found it. They 
like to knock at its door, but 
they do not want the door 
opened because truth ervre-' ¢ 
responsibilities. Truth is not 
only objective, but subjective. 
It is objective because inde- 
pendent of us. Two < two 
makes four whether we like it 
or not. It is subjective when 
we are so possessed by it that 
we do not cheat our neighbor 
by adding two and two wu suuad 
three. 

As doctrine is the intellectual 
phase of Divine Truth, so obe- 
dience to it is its practical 
phase.. Truth is not just some- 
thing to be believed in, but to 
be acted out. Once man pos- 
sesses it, and it possesses man, 
he becomes something very dif- 
ferent than he was before. — 

The true life therefore is one 
which responds faithfully to all 
God’s influences and which says 
in its joy: “My soul, waiteth 
on the Lord.”

the other day I was

Fix It Yourself

Reinforcing Furniture Joints. 


by adults usually comes apart, 
if at all, at the joints. 


One of the best ways to rein- 
force furniture at the joints or 
other critical points is with hard- 
wood blocks. These blocks must 
be made out of hardwood such 
as oak or maple. Softwoods like 
pine and spruce just don’t have 
The blocks should 
be as thick as possible. You can 
get away with one-inch blocks 
but two-inch thick blocks are bet- 
ter. Where you have a rather 
long joint, such as where two side 
pieces join, a square block can 
be used. Have it run the entire 
length of the joint if possible. 
For smaller joints, such as where 
a leg joins the frame, a V-shaped 
block can be used. : 

For best results the blocks 
‘should be installed with wood 
glue and. wood screws. Drill the 
holes in the block for the screws 
‘before gluing into place. These 
beg should be slightly smaller 
in diameter than the threaded 
| portion of the screw. The block 
‘is then glued into place and be- 
fore the glue is hard, the screws 
‘are installed and run up tight. 
|When the glue is dry you'll have 
‘a pretty strong joint on your 
| hands. 


The number of screws to use 
is always a question. V-shaped 
blocks should be large enough to 
take four screws—two at each 
end. Two of these screws will 
attach the block to the leg and 
the other two will secure it to 
the frame. . For the longer square

blocks, space the screws about 
1% inches apart. This will elim- 
inate the possibility of the block 
splitting and provide 
strength.
